After he had, by virtue of a Commiſ- 
ſion from Cyrus, conducted ſuch of the 
Fews as were willing and deſirous to re- 
turn to Feruſalem, and was there become 
their Governor, they with all Diligence ſer 
about rebuilding the Temple, being what 
they had moſt ſer their Hearts upon, and 


which alone had brought them back from 


Babylon into Fudea; and therefore having 
ſpent the firſt Year in preparing Materials, 
and contracting with Workmen for the 


Building; inthe ſecond Month of theſecond 


| Year after their Return, they laid the Foun- 
dation of the Houſe of the Lord, which was 
done with great Solemnity. * | 
But they had not long been engaged in 
this Undertaking before the Samaritans, who 
were refus d Libere to join in the Work

becauſe they were Idolaters, being much 
incenſed, did all they could to hinder it; 
and though they could not alter the De- 
cree of Cyrus, yet by the eloquent Perſua- 
ſion of Bribery and Corruption (ſo ſoon did 
that prevail) they made to themſelves Friends 
of the Under - Officers to obſtruct the Exe- 
cution of it; ſo that the Building went 
very ſlowly on, becaule they, i. e. the Jews, 
then were oblig d to carry on the Work at their 
own Expence. This was the Caſe during the 


five laſt Years of Cyrus. But after his 


Death Camby ſes his Son, who is in Holy 
Scripture. called Abaſuerus, tho he could 
not be prevail'd with publickly to revoke 
the Decree of his Father, yet he fo far diſ- 
courag'd it, that the Work went heavily 
on all his Reign, which was ſeven Years 
and five Months. But after his Death 
the Samaritans obtain'd a Decree from 
Smerdis, who is in Holy Scripture called 
Artaxerxes (and who was himſelf an Ulſur- 
per) to prohibit the Fews from building 
the Temple; and the Power of executing 
of itwas committed to their mortal Enemies

the Samaritans; ſo that during his ſhort 
Reign, which was but of ſeven Months 
. the Building entirely ſtood 
Nor did the Fews, after the Death of 
this Uſurper, immediately reſume the Work; 
ſo that God ſmote the Land with Barren- 
neſs, inſomuch that both the Vintage and 
Harveſt fail'd them; but upon their re- 
newing the Work in the ſecond Year of 
Darius Hyftaſpes, the Word of the Lord 
came to Zerubbabel by Haggai the Propher, 
which not only affur'd them of his Pre- 
ſence to make the Work proſper in their 
Hands, but alſo promis d that the Glory of the LD 
latter Houſe ſhould be greater than the Glory o 
the former; which was accompliſhed accord- 
ingly, when Teſus Chriſt our Lord came 
to his Temple and honoured it with his 
Preſence. - . 75 
To Haggai was joined the Prophet Ze- 
chariah, to encourage the People to follow

For if 
ever any extraordinary Deliverance was
